The Twenty eighth Wisconsin 
was 
composed almost wholly of Waukesha 
and Walworth 
county 
men 
Large 
numbers were recruited from among 
the farmer boys, though every village 
In the counties made generous 
con­ 
tributions. 
The regiment 
completed 
its organization at 
Camp Washburn, 
Milwaukee, 
and 
was 
mustered 
In 
about the middle of October, 1862. 
Dr. James M. Lewis of Oconomowoc 
was the first colonel, writes Col. J. A. 
Watrous, U. 8. A., In the Milwaukee 
Sentinel. 
On December 20, 1862, the regiment 
left Milwaukee with orders to report 
at Columbus, Ky., reaching there two 
days later. 
It was 
at once sent to 
Union City, where It was expected it 
would be called upon to 
go Into 
a 
fight, but returned to Columbus the 
next day, the enemy having taken Als 
flight. 
Early In January, 1863, It went 
to Helena, Ark., where It became 
a 
part of the Thirteenth army corps, a 
member of the Second brigade. 
From 
this point It went on transports 
to 
St. Charles, Ark., where, with a force 
of cavalry and 
artillery, all 
under 
command of 
Colonel 
Lewis, it took 
charge of the place. 
It returned to 
Helena two weeks later and remained 
In camp there until February 24 
The

The batter who steps sway from thai 
plate Is notoriously a poor hitter, but 
while Chase doesn’t step or pull away 
he ta fidgety with his feet and sug­ 
gests that he is about to step away. 
Seemingly careless and indifferent,

every movement as well as the wholE 
layout, and no man can hit better 
with a base runner. 
His attitude is 
apythlng but menacing. Indeed con­ 
tains a bint of timidity, which really 
doesn't exist, but with loose wrist and 
arm action he can adapt himself to 
any sort of a pitched ball hittable.

Colonel Lewis, they met and drove 
back a large force of cavalry and de­ 
stroyed an Immense quantity of store*, 
returning to camp without toes. 
From 
April 8. 1863, until July 4, the regi­ 
ment was In camp at Helena, and 
gave Invaluable ald In fortifying the 
place. 
It also during that time par­ 
ticipated In an expedition In tn* di­ 
rection of Cotton Point, Ark. 
Gen. Frederick tiaiomon, wno Pad 
entered the service aa colonel of me 
Ninth Wisconsin, was placed In com­ 
mand of the force at Helena, a fact 
which was very pleasing to the Twen­ 
ty-eighth Wisconsin General Salomon 
was entitled to credit for the thorough 
preparation that had been made for 
the battle which was fought on July 4. 
His small force, about 8,500 men, was 
so well protected and me town was so

October 26 and then participated in

At about this 
time the 
Twenty eighth was ordered to Join me 
command of Colonel Powell Clayton 
at Pine Bluff. 
Colonel Clayton, who 
afterward became a brigadier general, 
was so well pleased with the Wiscon 
sin regiment that be kept It with him 
ss long as possible md has never for­ 
gotten bls association with It. Colonel 
Gray was In command of me post at 
Flue Bluff for some time. 
Six com­ 
panies of the regiment participated In 
an expedition to destroy a bridge on 
the Saline river In March, 1864. While 
on guard at that point It was attacked 
by a Confederate force of 1,500.

Twenty-eighth men deployed and held 
the large force at oay until the bal­ 
ance of the Unionists were In position.

Even Common Salt, In Large Quanti* 
ties, I* Sure Death, and So la 
Saltpeter. 


W hen th© doctor told rn© h© wa* 
prescribing prussic acid for the pain 
in m y stom ach, I said I would rather 
keep the pain 
than 
ta k e such a 
poison. 
“ You need not have th e slightest 
fear,” .h e assured me. 
“W hy, you eat 
poisons every day. 
When th e Chinese 
w ant to commit suicide, one of their 
favorite plan* is to take half a cup of 
salt.” 
“Common s a lt’” 
“ Yes. In Jarge quantities common 
salt is a violent irritant. It sets up se 
vere inflammation of th© stom ach, and 
kills as surely as arsenic. 
"Saltpeter, that colors bacon 
and 
corned beef an attractive red, Is 
a 
powerful poison. One ounce has killed 
a person In three hours. 
Many people 
have been poisoned by this salt. 
"You m ust know that your C hrist­ 
m as pudding and the icing of your 
w edding cake are incomplete unless 
flavored with b i f e r almonds. 
I arn 
not sure how many bitter alm onds it 
take* to kill a man, but they contain 
a good deal of this prussic acid that 
you object to. 
“Oxalic acid, with which foolish peo­ 
ple so often commit suicide, is the 
salt which gives rhubarb and sorrel 
th e ir pleasant flavor. 
It Is a violent 
irritan t and dreadfully painful poison. 
“ Need I tell you that caffein, the ex 
hllarating principle of coffee and tea, 
is a poison? 
“In nearly all ou r condim ents we 
eat poison. Th© oils of nutmeg, cloves, 
black pepper, cinnam on, peppermint, 
carraway, horseradish, 
thyme, 
e tc, 
a re all poisonous In large doses. Black 
pepper contain* a fiery, volatile oil, 
capable of burning a hole In your 
stom ach, lf It was not moved on, while 
its plperine is a sure poison. 
Cay­ 
e n n e pepper, or capsicum , is still more 
irritant. 
“ But, besides poisons which we take 
from choice, there are others which It 
is impossible to avoid 
swallowing In 
thew* days of complex feeding. Arsenic 
Is a very common Ingredient In beer, 
Jam. sweets, etc., mad© with 
glucose. 
Fortunately, the liver act* m ore or 
less as a filter and saves us from seri­ 
ous consequences.”—St. Louis Globe*
